tric welding torch just bdefore a 
blast ripped through the ship. 
(William Robert Horton, an en- 
gineer, said the blast that fol- 
lowed. shortly afterward occurred 
in the vicimity in which the en- 
gineer, Fred Dickow, was work- 
ing. Dickow is listed as missing 
and presumed dead. Although he 
was 35 feet from the explosion, 
Horton said, he was hurled 10 
feet and showered with glass. He 
said he hurried to the boiler room 
‘and all boiler gauges were normal. 
(Horton said he jumped into the 
river when he saw a burst of 
flames and swam to shore. As he 
reached the wharf—five minutes 
after the blast, he said, a second 
explosion, less severe than the 
first, hit the boat.) 
Efforts to recover the bodies 
were tempered with caution as the 
hulk of the five-deck steamer sank 
deeper into the water at its Mon- 
ongahela river berth. 
Firemen were ordéred from the 


boat once because the hull was 
shifting and threatened to hreak

prospective deficit cannot be made 
without eliminatin; or curtailing 
some of the major services of the 
city government. Refusal of the 
community to accept a reduction 
in municipal services leaves but 
one sound alternative — higher 
taxes.” 


Tabulation of the increased 
costs of city government shows 
an annual increase in expenditures 
for operation and * maintenance 
since the fiscal year 1939-40. The 
expenditures in that yar were 
$21,812,540, and those in 1946-47 
were $33,142,285, while appropria- 
tions for the year 1947-48 are $36,- 
852,488. This continued increase 
is termed the effect of “inflation 
and expanded services.” 

The year-to-year increase in city 
expenditures, the bulletin states, 
“has reflected the inflationary 
forces growing out of the war 
and continuing into the postwar 
period. Costs of supplies, materi- 
als and equipment have soared. 
Municipal salaries have been in- 
creased both to enable city em- 


ployes to meet the higher cost of 
living and to prevent an exodus 
of the more capable employes 
from the city service. 

Steady Expansion of Service. 

“At the same time, there has 
been constant pressure on the 
city government to expand its 
present services and to undertake 
new activities. For example, the 
city recently expanded its pro- 
grams for restaurant sanitation 
and rat control, at the urging of 
all three metropolitan newspapers 
and many civic groups. ; 

“By approving the issuance of 
bonds for the purchase of plant 
and equipment, the voters of St. 
Louis have, in effect, approved a 
municipal system of rubbish col- 


lection, City officials have issued 
the bonds and are taking steps to 
purchase the necessary plant and 
equipment for rubbish collection, 
but no appropriation has been 
made for its operation due to lack 
of funds. 

“Also waiting for additional 
funds before it is put into effect, 
is a proposed retirement plan for 
those city employes not already 
covered by one.” 

Breaking down the expendi- 
tures for 1939-40 and the 1947-48 
appropriations a table shows the 
Jargest increase over the 8-year 
span to have been in firemen’s 


pensions, from $113,700 to $656,195, 
or 477.1 per cent. The hospital di- 
vision shows an increase from 
$2,891,723 to $7,738,518, or 167.6 
per cent. Garbage disposal] shows 
an advance of 119.4 per cent, and 
airport 1148 per cent. State- 
controlled units including Police 
Department and courts, increased 
35.5 per cent in their cost to the 
city, while city-controlled units 
increased 83.6 per cent. The in- 
crease in total operation and 
maintenance was 69 per cent,

Transportation Bottleneck. 

As brakes to inflation, the coun- 
cil recommended three _ specific 
measures. It proposed immediate 
revision of our foreign export 
commitments, encouragement of 
increased industrial and agricul- 
tural production and expansion of 
transportation facilities to move 
our increased production. 

Amplifying these proposals, Wil- 
liam Green, president of the AFL, 
laid particular stress on the 
shortage of freight cars which he 
said has caused a curtailment of 
the transportation of such basic 
inductrial essentiale as steel and 
coal, He estimated the car short- 
age at 35,000 and said that ip the 
coal fields of northern West Vir- 
ginia miners were only working 
two and three days a week be- 
cause the operators could not get 
cars to haul the coal. 

Green, who asked “why do not 
the railroads bring about con- 
struction of more cars to meet the 
nation’s requirements?”

Purchasine Power Cut in Half. 

In its detailed statement, the 
council asserted that the  pur- 
chasing power of the wage earn- 
er’s dollar has been ‘cut in half 
since the warand that food prices 
are “now bursting through the 
roof.” 

“The burden of inflation falls 
heaviest upon the workers,” it 
stated, “because wages cannot 
keep pace with rising prices. Un- 
less the cost of living is promptly 
reduced and stabilized, pressure 
for higher wages is certain to 
mount.” 

Referring to its recommenda- 
tion that foreign expagts be cur- 
tailed, the council stated that it 
was time for this country to take 
stock of its resources, needs and 
productive potential. It suggest- 
ed that a similar international 
inventory, in accordance with the 
Marshall plan, would be in order. 


On Aid to Europe. 
“The executive council believes 


that our country should continue 
to extend all possible assistance 
to those countries which are will- 
ing to co-operate with*us for the 
preservation of world peace,” the 
statement said, “but our resources 
are not inexhaustible. There are 
limits beyond which our country 
cannot go without inviting eco- 
nomic disaster. These safety 
limits must be definitely set and 
adhered to. That alone would 
prove a stabilizing factor and pre- 
vent further speculative booms 
that can only end in a crash, The 
first essential to restoration of a 
sound world economy is the main- 
tenance of a sound economy here 
in America, 

“In the long run,” the council 
continued, “the only way to bring 
our national economy into balance 


and shake prices down to their 
natural level is greater production 
with a resumption of true com- 
petitive enterprise. 

“The Government must encour- 
age expansion of production and 
prevent restraints upon produc- 
tion which create artificially high 
prices. It can best do this not by 
such artificial props as guarantee- 
ing new industries against loss or 
incentive payments but by increas- 
ing minimum wage levels to a 
point commensurate with decent 
American living standards. The 
present minimum wage level of 
40 cents an hour is a disgrace to 
the nation and a blight on an ex- 
panding economy.” 


Asked by the Post-Dispatch 
whether it was not true that as 
a matter of practice most indus- 
trial minimums were above the 
40-cent minimum, Green replied 
that was generally true but in 
some sectors, especially in the 
case of concerns engaged in intra- 
state business, the low rate was 
paid. The AFL, as has been told, 
advocates a minimum of 75 cents 
an hour.

S an original and dynamic 

A military leader, Gen. 
George S. Patton was the 
greatest battle commander 
produced in this country since 
the Civil War. In the field, 
he was of the towering stature 
of Stonewall Jackson, Jeb 
Stuart, Nathan Bedford For- 
rest, and William T. Sherman, 

It is significant that the 
Germans and Russians rated 
him as the foremost Allied 
combat commander. 

A captured OKH (Oberkomman- 
do Herres—German High Com- 
mand, corresponding to our War 
Department Staff) analysis of Al- 
lied generals not only put Patton 
at the top of the list, but declared 
he was “the most modern, ana the 
only, master of the offensive.” 

“Patton,” the document stated, 
“is the most dangerous general 
on all fronts, The tactics of other 
generals are well known and 
countermeasures can be effected 
against them. Patton’s tactics are 
daring and unpredictable. He 
fights not only the troops oppos- 
ing him, but the Reich.” 

A More Personal Evaluation. 

A more personal evaluation was 
voiced by Maj. Gen. Richard 
Schimpf, CG (commanding gen- 
eral) of 3 Para (Paratroop) Divi-

After his capture, Schimpf 
wrote 
strategy and commanders: 

“We always confidently relied 
on Allied hesitancy to exploit 
successes to give us the time 
to withdraw and regroup in 
order to slow up the next thrust. 
But with your Gen. Patton 
it was different. He was very 
aggressive in exploiting a pene- 
tration. His breakthrough at 
Avranches was an outstanding 
example of this. So was his 
phenomenal campaign in the 
Palatinate. 

“There is no question that if 
your Third Army had not been 
halted before Metz in Septem- 
ber, it could have penetrated 
the Siegfried Line very quickly 
and been on the Rhine in a 
short time. At that time we 
were powerless to cope with the 
situation in that portion of the 
front. But when your Third 
Army was halted, we obtained 
the time to regroup and we 
used that opportunity to the 
utmost,” 

Secretary of Commerce Averell 
Harriman, while Ambassador to 
Russia, related that Stalin once 
said to him, in the presence of 
the Soviet Chief of Staff: 

“The Red Army could not 
have executed Third Army’s ex- 
traordinary sweep across 
France.” 

A Hero to His Men. 

Patton’s great skill, courage, 
and loyalty were the qualities that 
basically made him a hero to his 
men, 
These three controlling attri- 
butes were the reason why the 
troops respected and admired him 
so profoundly, despite the fact 
that he always demanded more of 
them than any other Army com- 
mander. Why, although aloof and 
reserved, he nevertheless was a 
warmly human, personal leader to 
his men.

Moselle Valley Episode. 

There was the instance in the 
Moselle Valley when a platoon was 
preparing to attack a strong point.

Red Threat in Italy 
Communism threatens Italy because the coun- 
try is unable to earn its own way. With the sign- 
ing of the Italian peace treaty, which necessi- 
tates the removal of United States troops within 
90 days, the threat grows toward a maximum. It 
can be combated by giving the Italian people a 


‘program which, with their hard work, will enable 
“their state to be self-supporting. 


Italy’s plight stems from the 10 billion dollars’ 
damage it suffered in the war; from loss of its 
prewar markets, principally Germarfy, which 
was one of its best customers and suppliers; and 
from inability to find new trade alliances to re- 
place those that have been lost—a problem im- 
mensely complicated by the difficulty all nations 
have in doing business today with the United 
States, with its high prices and its reluctance to 
buy from other countries. 

Bad as the present is, the outlook is worse. 
Italy depends on coal for manufacturing, used to 
get most of it from the Ruhr, and now must look 
principally to the United States for coal—and 
for food as well. It has only enough United 
States dollars, however, to last for a few weeks. 

If Italy could no longer buy from the United 
States, its already low diet would have to be 


drastically reduced and the number of unem- . 


ployed—2,500,000 now—would rise greatly, for 
of all Italian industry, employing 6,000,000, some 
68 per cent depends on coal. 

It would be an ironical thing if Communism 
should engulf Italy, for it is Russia that is bleed- 
ing that prostrate land of $100,000,000 in repa- 
rations yearly and blackballed its admissign in- 
to the United Nations. Yet, if the industrial ma- 
chine is allowed to collapse, “the ultimate ab- 
sorption of Italy into the Soviet sphere will be 
an almost absolute certainty,”. Joseph Alsop 
writes from Rome. 

Communist leadership of the 5,775,000 mem- 
bers of the General Confederation of Labor, and 
their underground army—L'Apparato, “the 
Apparatus,” estimated at 50,000—are potent 
weapons. With their control of the Po Valley 
and their Genoa-Bologna axis, they might cut 
off the industrial north from the rest of the 
country and produce a general paralysis. 

A Communist Italy, backed by Communist 
Yugoslavia, would ring the Iron Curtain down 
on the eastern Mediterranean and the Middle 
East and point the red spearhead into Commu- 
nist-vulnerable southern France and thence 
throughout western Europe. The strike of 800,- 
000 Po Valley workers and the seizure of Casale 
Monferrato by Communist-led partisans within 
the past few days are evidence of the Commu- 
nists’ readiness to resort to force. 

The United States cannot dare leave Italy 
planiess and hopeless, a prey to the Soviet jug- 
gernaut, any more than it dared leave Greece. 
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Pennsylvania’s Taft-Hartley Test 


Voters in the Lehigh Valley area of Pennsyl- 
vania want to see the Taft-Hartley Act given 
a fair test in practice. That is the conclusion to 
be drawn from the special congressional elec- 
tion in a district which, although regularly Re- 
publican, is both industrial and agricultural. 

Franklin H. Lichtenwalter, 37-year-old Speak- 
er of the Pennsylvania House, who supported the 
new labor law as “bipartisan legislation,” has 


‘won by a majority, apparently even larger than 


that of the late Republican Representative, 
Charles L. Gerlach, whose death caused the v4- 
cancy. The Lichtenwalter margin, with all but 
16 of 214 precincts reported, is more than 16,000, 
Ten months ago, Gerlach won by 15,000. Since 
the Democratic nominee was Phil H. Storch, CIO- 
American Newspaper Guild advocate of Taft- 
Hartley law repeal, organized labor extended it- 
self in opposition to the successful candidate. 

The Republican majority cannot be discount- 
ed by saying that it was made possible by anti- 
labor votes in the rural areas. In highly indus- 
trial Allentown, the Republican nominee drew 
13,084 votes to 12,698 for his Republican prede- 
cessor last year. . 

Labor’s campaign against the Taft-Hartley law 
has received a sharp setback in this Pennsyl- 
vania district.

On Raising the Color Issue 

No one charged with crime should have less 
than justice becatise of his color. By the same 
standard, no one’s color should cause him to get 
more than justice. In short, color should have 
nothing to do with justice one way or the other. 

This was the stand which Federal Judge Louis 
E. Géodman of San Francisco took in sentenciag 
Marion Bryant, 22-year-old Negro. Bryant was 
convicted of breaking into the WAC barracks at 
Hamilton Field, where he attempted an attack 
on Capt. Kay Summersby, wartime secretary to 
Gen. Eisenhower. Asserting that racial preju- 
dice had no part in either the verdict or the sen- 
tence, Judge Goodman said: 

I believe an organization of colored people 
that aided in Bryant’s defense was misled. 
In my opinion, Bryant is a menace to so- 
ciety and for that reason, and that reason 
alone, I have sentenced him to 15 years in 
prison. ; 

That is explanation enough. The jury and the 
judge were fully justified in safeguarding so- 
ciety from such a man. Groups which raise the 
issue of racial prejudice owe it to their cause to 
make certain that entry into cases is justified.

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Apologist for the Rail Slow-down 

J. Monroe Johnson, director of the Office of 
Defense Transportation and a member of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, has constituted 
himself official apologist for the Western rail- 
roads that keep their freight schedules slow by 
a cartel-like arrangement to avoid competition. 

Mr Johnson has retaliated against Robert R. 
Young, who criticized the arrangement, by charg- 
ing that Mr. Young’s Chesapeake & Ohio rail- 
way doesn’t run its freights as fast as the West- 
ern roads he criticizes. 

As mouthpiece for the slow-down railroads, 
Mr. Johnson completely misses all points. He 
does not say that the Chesapeake & Ohio is de- 
liberately keeping its schedules slow or that it. is 
avoiding competition—and those were the evils 
Mr. Young complained of in the Western scene. 
If the coal-bearing C. & O. needs to speed up

its schedules, Mr. Johnson can appropriately ad- 
dress himself to that point. The Western rail- 
roads need to run as fast as they can or many 
tons of wheat may rot in the fields, Mr. Young 
has said and Mr. Johnson has in no way denied. 

It is a pretty sorry spectacle to see an offi- 
cial of the Government, charged with administra- 
tion of federal controls over railroads, get up 
and apologize for railroads that are too timid to 
compete and that avoid competition by delib- 
erately doing less well than they can. Mr. John- 
son has distinguished himself by an inappropri- 
ate and unpersuasive performance. 
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An Attack on Fly-Ash 


The almost universal complaint in St. Louis 
these days is about fly-ash. It settles on win- 
dowsills; it streaks upholstery; it smudges linens; 
it is ground into clothing; it starts people sneez- 
ing and coughing. 

The nuisance—and that seems too mild a word 
for it—may be at its worst on the South Side, 
but it is ubiquitous. Protests flow in from the 
North Side, too, and from the West End. 

Nor is the plague new to the city. Paradoxi- 
cally, that may be the most encouraging thing 
to be said about it because it means that the 
authorities—and more especially James L. Ford 
Jr., chairman of the anti-smoke committee—have 
had time to worry about it and to plan a cam- 
paign against it. 


That campaign reaches one of its high points * 


today with the announcement that the City 
Counselor’s office will submit an air pollution 
ordinance to the Aldermen at théir first meeting 
after the summer lay-off. 

Even before the new ordinance was suggested, 
the chief fly-ash offenders were identified. And 
in the case of some beyond the city’s official 
reach, persuasion and appeals to civic spirit re- 
sulted not only in promises of reform, but in 
considerable cash outlays to make good the 
promises. War-induced shortages—especially of 
steel—have been a serious obstacle to the carry- 
ing out of good intentions. 

Even with a new ordinance and with the best 
of good faith, it will not be possible, according 
to Mr. Ford, to eliminate fly-ash in the same 
dramatic fashion that St. Louis air was cleared 
of smoke. The process is bound to be a gradual 
one, spread perhaps over two years. 

That is a long time to wait for full relief from 
a nuisance so long endured. The community, 
therefore, had betfer be on its guard lest in- 
escapable delays be turned into an excuse for 
procrastination, 


A special session of Congress might not be a 


bad idea. There wasn't anything special about 
the last session. 
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Deficit and Implication 

Once again—this time by the Governmental 
Research Institute—attention is called to the 
city’s financial plight. It is a story all too fa- 
miliar to most inflation-harried managers of 
household budgets: expenditures rising and in- 
come lagging. 

The city’s total budget for 1947-1948 stands 
at a record high of $42,639,590—which tops the 
Budget Director’s estimate of receipts by $4,776,- 
550. What's worse, the city will lose $950,000 if 
the Missouri Supreme Court upholds the lower 
court decision against the “MacArthur Bridge 
tolls. 

The headache may be intensified by yet an- 
other twinge if the Aldermen authorize expen- 
ditures for a rubbish collection service—as they 
seem bound to do by the voters’ acceptance of 
a bond issue to provide equipment for this pur- 
pose. Even though not previously rendered by 
St. Louis, this is a service reasonably to be ex- 
pected of a municipal government—as are res- 
taurant inspection and rat control, on which the 
community now is insisting. 

The necessity and reasonableness of public 
services, however, do not help to wipe out a 
deficit which, in the end, may mount to six or 
seven millions. Nor does it help much, under 
the circumstances, to talk of economy as a 
cure-all or even as a major factor in rubbing 
out the red ink. 

What it all adds up to is that taxpayers must 
reconcile themselyes to bigger bills. The prob- 
lem is how these can be most fairly rendered. 
And the answer seems to be a graduated tax on 
incomes. 
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A rugged paper has been developed by treat-

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Another Gyp for the Veteran? 

Sinc@ veterans of World War II have been so 
shabbily treated by their national and local gov- 
ernmerts in housing, they are all the more en- 
tftled to honest goods in education. .The charges 
of Clyde E. Brayton, St. Louis flying instructor, 
raise the question as to whether they are get- 
ting honest goods from some of the 90 flying 
schools approved for flight instruction for vet- 
erans in Missouri. 

Improperly maintained aircraft; non-compli- 
ance with prescribed flight courses; higher 
charges for instruction for veterans than for 
civilians; double profit and loss ledgers—these 
are a few of Mr. Brayton’s complaints. While he 
does not indict all flying schools, he has put it 
up to the Missouri State Board of Education, 
which supervises training for veterans, to with- 
draw approval of those schools which engage in 
sharp practices. 

James M. Wallace, Director of Veterans’ Edu- 
cation at Jefferson City, may not have as many 
men in the 24 field investigators as he would 
like to have on his staff. That number, never- 
theless, is ample to spot-check flying schools in 
the state and make examples of the trimmers. 
Other present offenders will soon improve their 
practices if-some of the schools are promptly 
separated from authorization to train under the 
G.I. educational program. 

Mr. Wallace’s plain duty is to move forthwith 
to answer every one of the Brayton criticisms. 
He does not need to wait for anything more to 
be delivered to his office. His job is to see chat 
the veteran gets a sound education progfam in 
Missouri. That includes instruction in flying. 
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The present is certainly an appropriate time 
for hogs to be setting a record.

Gen. Eisenhower would become a presidential candidate, but only 
in response to “an honest-to-God draft,” announces publisher who 
helped to build up Alf Landon; sees “spontaneous” boom and 
wonders out loud whether it will impress G.O.P. convention.

I believe Gen. “Ike” Eisenhower is abso- 
lutely honest when he says, as he has said 
over and over again, that he doesn’t want 
to be President of the United States. 

At the same time I believe if, for the 
first time in history, there was an honest- 
to-God draft that came from the people 
without conniving and intrigue, the general 
would accept. 

Most emphatically I feel sure he would 
not be a party to any 
phony draft and, if I 
know the man right, 
I believe he _ will 
squelch, and that 
most forcibly, any 
pre-convention ef- 
forts at management 
organization or for- 
mation of Eisenhow- 
er clubs, such as are 
beginning to spring 
up. 

Most emphatically 
I am not authorized 
to speak for the gen- 
eral, nor as far as I 
know is anyone else. 
Ike speaks for himself, and he is quite 
capable of doing so. 


The General Has “It” 


American politics has seldom seen any- 
thing sweep across the country as fast and 
as spontaneously as talk of Eisenhower 
for President, such as has come in the 
last few weeks, The possibility of Dewey 
and Taft chewing each other up in the 
forthcoming Republican convention, pro- 
ducing a deadlock out of which the candi- 
date could come, is in part responsible. 

Probably more thah any other factor, 
however, is the fact Gen, Ike has “it,” in 
super-abundant quantities. He came out 
of the war a glamorous figure and he has 
the personality that comes along once ina 
long time that the public generally takes 
to and has confidence in. 

The writer has been besieged with let- 
ters and telephone calls from all over the 
country wanting to know about the Eisen- 
hower movement. Probably no one will 
believe it, especially the hard-boiled and 
cynical politicians, but the so-called move- 
ment to date is probably about 99 per cent 
nation-wide esteem for Eisenhower, the man, 
with little or no effort to harness or direct 
it. If the writer guesses right, that’s prob- 
ably the way it will continue for a long 
time to come. 


Surrender, the High Spot 


Gen. Eisenhower 


Not once, but many times in talks with 
friends andpintimates, the general has ex- 
pressed the feeling that a professional sol- 
dier through the years gets too far away 
from the people to make the ideal civilian 
leader. The sheer fact Gen. Eisenhower 
recognizes such liability, of course, obviates 
any danger on that score from him. No 
one could conceive of his becoming a polit- 
ical man on horseback. 

As a soldier, the great moment, the high 
spot in his life, came for Ike Eisenhower 
when as chief of the Allied armies and com- 
mander of the greatest military machine 
the world has ever seen, he received the 
unconditional surrender of the Germans. 

Such an experience could come only once 
in a lifetime and if you stop to think, is it 


any wonder that Eisenhower isn’t all burned 
up as 80 many people are to move into the 
White House, into an entirely new line of 
work with all the multitudinous problems 
and vexations ahead? 


A third factor, and an important one, has 
been that Gen, Eisenhower is still in the 
Army and anything smacking of politics 
on the part of anyone in the Army is ab- 
solutely abhorrent to him. 

The fact that he is leaving the Army 
around the first of the year and accepting 
the presédency of Columbia University, of 
course, will eliminate this consideration. 


It Never Happened Before 


But it is a good guess it still won’t 
change Ike’s honest-to-goodness inward 
feeling about being in politics—unless for 
the first time in history, a real draft should 
come, not one politically master-minded. 


But with Gen, Eisenhower feeling the 
way he does, can a man be nominated with- 
out a lot of behind-the-scenes political 
manipulations? He can be, provided all 
other political factors are fortuitous. But 
it has never been done before. 


If there ever was a phony draft it was 
that of Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1940. In 
turn, there has been much written and said 
of the Willkie draft and the stampeding of 
the Philadelphia convention in 1940. It 
wasn’t a draft either, but as shrewdly 
planned and manipulated a nomination as 
the country has ever witnessed. 


A lot of things can happen between now 
and the next Republican convention in 
Philadelphia, It is becoming pretty gener- 
ally accepted that Gen. Ike Eisenhower is 
a Republican as much as a professional 
soldier who never has cast his lot with any 
party can be anything. He can’t say what 
he is, certainly while he isinthe Anmy, be- 
cause to do so would be to put himself in 
politics. But his Kansas friends haven't 
any doubt where he would line up. 


“Just the Writer’s Guess” 


There is going to be another military fig- 
ure upon the political scene in the very 
near future. Gen. Douglas MacArthur is 
coming home, and don’t think for a min- 
ute every move of that trip isn’t being 
carefully planned. 

Whether the advent of another military 
hero will complicate the picture remains 
to be seen. Gov. Thomas E. Dewey with 
the great asset of a proved ability to carry 
New York is still well out in front. 

The swing across the country of Senator 
Bob Taft will give his probable candidacy 
a test. Always in the calculations must 
be taken the person of Arthur Vandenberg, 
Senator from Michigan, who offers an easy 
compromise meeting place. 

There’s your picture. This is no effort 
to forecast what will happen or to push 
Eisenhower, but an attempt to explain and 
answer the many questions being asked 
about Eisenhower as segjtiment bobs up for 
him all over the country in a big way. 
Again it must be stressed, this is just the 


writer's guess.

Between Book Ends 


Everyone Made Hitler 


THE PAWN, by Bart Landheer. (Querido, New York) 

Fourteen years ago the German Reichstag 
was set afire, and the Nazis, just come to 
power, used it as the signal to suppress all 
opposition parties. The crime was pinned 
on a 21-year-old Dutch boy, and named as 
accomplices were two Bulgarians, profes- 
sional revolutionists in the employ of the 
Communist International. 


The drama at the trial was provided by - 


the quick wit and astonishing courage of 
one of them, Georgi Dimitroff. He and his 
companion were released and put on a 
plane to Moscow, where Dimitroff almost 
immediately became head of the Commu- 
nist International, So sharply has the wheel 
of history turned that today he is Premier 
of his native Bulgaria and it is the opposi- 
tion to him which is being brought to trial. 
* * * 

Almost forgotten, though, is the forlorn 
Dutch youth who mumbled incoherently 
when giving his testimony, whom Dimitroff 
accused of being a Nazi plant and complete- 
ly drugged by his jailers. There was much 
speculation on his origins, political convic- 
tions and motives, but certainly no great 
sympathy was wasted on him. All of his 
story will probably never be known, for he 
was ignominiously executed a short while 
after the trial. 

Now a fellow Dutchman, a contemporary 
of the unfortunate young man, has con- 
trived a novel which not only makes plausi- 
ble his actions but searches for the motiva- 
tions of this “solitary boy, too far-reaching 
for his surroundings, too blind for himself.” 
He portrays the background of the boy in 
his native village, where he was known as 
a constant griper who couldn’t or wouldn’t 
get a job; who was accused of not believ- 
ing sincerely in God; who joined the Com- 
munists but was thrown out by them for 
his refusal to accept any discipline. 

It was after this quarrel with the Com- 
munist group that he decided, in January 
1933, to make a trip to Germany, to get 
into the action against Hitler. Here the 
story of his downfall begins, and carries 
through to the day of his execution in 
March. 

. * 7 

How much it will mean to the reader will 
depend on his own willingness to accept 
any moral responsibility for the rise of 
Nazism in its earliest days. This is so much 
the author’s point that unless he gets this 
over he gets nothing. Using himself as a 
model he shows the Dutch reporter in the 
courtroom to whom “nothing would happen 
... « because he would not get up in the 
courtroom and scream ‘It is a lie!’ He 
would sit down quietly and probably munch 
a sandwich and think about going skiing 
next week.” 

The author is deadly serious, but that 
does not keep him from writing well. He 
writes in English, his third written lan- 
guage, and there is fluidity and vigor in 
his lines. He has handled his subject so 
well that it is difficult to separate the ac- 


tual from the fictional.

He had other fixed rules on how 


“Army and corps commanders,” 
he once said, “must make it a 
point to be seen physically by as 
ma - individuals of their com- 
mand as possible, certainly by all 
combat soldiers. Also, a command- 
er should be seen going to the 
front and not coming back from 
it. When going forward he should 
ride in an open vehicle, clearly 
marked with the insignia of his 
rank. When returning, whenever 
possible he should fly. That saves 
time and the troops don’t see him 
going to the rear.” 

It was a rare day that Patton 
did not visit the lines, often at’ 


considerable physical discomfort. ® 


And always he traveled in an open 
jeep, equipped with a raucous 
klaxon and big, red, bestarred 
markers in front and rear, so he 
could see and be seen. 

Standard Operating Procedure. 

Patton not only personally went 
to the front every day, but re- 
quired his staff to do likewise. 
It was SOP (Standard Operating 
Procedure) in HQ Third Army for 
every staff section to send an of- 
ficer to the lines each day. 

One of the first rules he laid 
down was: | 

“One officer from each staff sec- 
tion of army and corps will go to 
the front daily. Anything of vital 
moment obtained during the visit 
will be reported to the chief of 
staff immediately upon returning. 
The commanding general or chief 
of staff must visit part of the 
front daily.” 

Another of his rules related to 
iron fortitude. “Generals,” he said, 
“must never exhibit fear, doubt, or 
fatigue.” 

Patton was scared, discouraged 
and weary on many occasions, as 
he would frankly admit AFTER- 
WARD. He never claimed to be 
devoid of fear. It was not unusual 
for him to return from the lines 
and relate that he had _  »been 
frightened.

STOCKS SLOW, RIGHER 


Some Demand and _ Short 
Covering on Idea Market 
' Had Been Oversold. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (AP) — 
Soaring grain prices led the asso- 
ciated press wholesale price index 
of 35 commodities into new record 
high ground today, for the sixth 
consecutive trading day. 

The index, with 1926 average 
prices equal to 100, went to 193.95, 
compared with yesterday’s . previ- 
ous record high of 192.41. A month 
ago it stood at 188.37. 

Advancing were corn, oats, rye, 
eggs, cocoa, flour, lard, -hogs, cat- 
tle. lamb, hides and rubber. 
Cotton eased slightly, the only 
commodity to decline. 


. NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (AP)—

SIMPLIFIED TAX 
~ ONESTATES, GIFTS 


| Recommends Simple 


‘Transfer’ Levy to End 
Overlapping in Present 


5 System. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
The Treasury recommended today 
that Congres: replace gift and es- 

e taxes with a single “transfer 
on disposition of property 
during «.¢ or by will after death. 

It e*-> proposed that a single 
table of rates be applied to these 
transfers, but emphasized it was 
mal’ ¢ “no suggestion” as to what 


These were the first specific 
recommendations by the Treasury 
as a resu’ of a continuing study 
of present tax 1 vs. The depart- 
ment said its ‘jective is to elimi- 
nate inconsistencies, simplify the 
tax pattern and “create a unified 
and coherent system of taxation.” 

The recommendations were set 
ow Ee in an analytical report, pre- 

aced by a ‘atement by Sottelars 
Subder that “iced for revision of 
the estate and gift taxes... has 
existed for a long time.” 

Few Persons Affected. 
Relatively few persons are af- 


they should be, 


fected by These levies because of 
eet eh for estates of less than 
900.000, and exemptions of $30,000 
to gift grantors and $3000 a year 
for each recipient, 

‘Estate tax rates range from 3 
per cent on the first $5000 or net 
(unexempt) estate to 77 per cent 
Be amounts in excess of $10,000,000. 
Comparable gift tax rates range 
from 2% to 57% per cent. . 

The Treasury proposed that 
there be a single exemption along 
these lines: 

“During his lifetime, the trans- 
feror would be entitled to an ex- 
emption of $30,000, which he would 
lot free to exhaust in any number 
Jot calendar years as he saw fit. 

“At his death his estate would be 
entitled to an exemption of $60,000 

lus any unused balance of the 
$30,000 allowable on inter vivos 
(between the’ living) transfers.” 

At present any unused portion of 
the gift-tax exemption disappears 
once the transferor dies. 


Complications Cited. 

The Treasury said the proposed 
transfer tax would “end the over- 
lapping of gift and estate taxes 
under which a taxpayer who has 
paid a gift tax is frequently re- 
quired at his death to pay an estate 
tax upon the same — with 
a credit for the gift tax. 

The transfer tax, it said, would 
be paid “either during life or at 
death, depending on when the gift 
is completed. The method for 
computing the transfer tax would 
be similar to that now employed in 
computing the gift tax.” —

VOTES UNDER NEW LAM 
PREVENT 31 STRIKES 


Taft-Hartley Plan for Secret 
Ballot on Employer’s Last 
Offer Invoked. ' 


WASHINGTON, .Sept. 10. (AP) 
—Government labor conciliators 
said today one provision of the 
Taft-Hartley law has led to settle- 
ment of at least 31 strikes in the 
last six weeks. 

The provision, set forth in three 
printed lines of the law, calls for 
conciliators to suggest a secret 
ballot among workers on accept- 
ing or rejecting their employer’s 
final offer in a dispute. It is up 
to the employer and union to 
agree to such an election. Under 
the law the plan is purely volun- 


tary. 

In the last six weeks, the Con- 
Ciliation Service has been suggest- 
ing such elections and already 80 
have been held, 

In 31 of them the workers voted 
to accept their employer’s last 
settlement offer. In 25 the workers 
voted against it. Results of the 
other elections have not been re- 
ported by field offices. 

The Conciliation Service dis- 
closed that it began this week 
with only 134 strike cases involv- 
ing 52,000 workers on its docket, 
about the lightest load it has 
carried since the war ended. 


A Labor Department tabulation 


today showed there are only nine 
strikes in the nation where 1000 
men or more are idle. The biggest 
is the East Coast shipyard strike, 
with 35,000 idle.

PAY BOOST AT GAS PLANT 
AFTER 50 REFUSE TO WORK 


A 10-cent-an hour increase in 
wages was granted to members of 
Local » - AFL International 
Union of Operating Engineers 
employed at the Shrewsbury 
plant of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co., yesterday after about 50 
members of the union refused to 
go to work and picketed the plant 
from 8:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

A spokesman for the company 
said the AFL employes were ac- 
quired by Laclede with the pur- 
chase of the St. Louis County 
Gas Co, The company’s contract 
with the AFL members expired 
July 1, he said, and has not been 
renewed pending settlement by 
the National Labor Relations 
Board of a jurisdictional dispute 
on bargaining representative.

Workers and recently granted

IU.S. SUES 3 GLASS MAKERS 
UNDER ANTI-TRUST LAW 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP( 
—The Justice Department today 
announced it has filed a civil 
anti-trust suit at Toledo, O.,, 
against three leading lgass manu- 
facturers charging “conspiracy to 
monopolize” the production of 
glass fibers in the United States. 

The Owens-Illinois Glass Co. 
and Owens-Corning Fiberglass 
Corp., both of Toledo and the 
Corning Glass Works of Corning, 
N. Y. were named as defendants. 

The department said it is al- 
leging that Owens-Corning Fiber- 
glass Corp. “was formed jointly 
by Owens-Illinois Glass Co, and 
Corning Glass Works as part of a 
conspiracy to dominate and con- 
trol the development of the fiber 
glass industry.” 

An additional charge, 
nouncement said, is that these 
companies “entered into cartel 
agreements with the principal 
foreign producers in order to but- 
tress their monopoly in the United 
States by dividing territories and 
getting exclusive rights to pat- 
ents and technical information.”

Chandler Calls 
Writers Who 
Quoted MacPhail 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
Baseball Commissioner A. 8B. 
Chandler has begun an investiga- 
tion to determine whether Larry 
MacPhail, president of the New 
York Yankees, violated his in- 
structions to everyone’in baseball 
not to discuss the year’s suspen- 
sion of Leo Durocher, former 
manager of the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
it was learned today. 

New York newspapermen quoted 
MacPhail last week ag saying he 
doubted that Durocher would re- 
turn as manager at Brooklyn. He 
also was reported as saying that 
Branch Rickey, head of the 
Dodgers, could have prevented 
Durocher’s suspension. MacPhail 


later denied that he had made 
such statements. 

It was learned that Commis- 
sioner Chandler had asked Hugh 
Bradley of the New York Jour- 
nal-American, and Al Buck, base- 
ball writer for the New York Post, 
to meet with him in Cincinnati 
either today or tomorrow. 

Whether MacPhail had been 
contacted by Chandler was not 
learned, 

Bradley, Buck, Will Wedge of 
the New York Sun, and Les 
Bromberger of the New York 
World Telegram, were said to 
have been with MacPhail at the 
time the Yankee president alleg- 
edly discussed the Durocher sus- 
pension in Washington. 

Commissioner Chandler’ sus- 
pended Durocher on April 9 for 
the 1947 baseball season for “un- 
pleasant incidents, in which he 
has been involved, which the com- 
missioner construes as detrimental 
to baseball.” 

In the same action Chandler 
fined the Yankee club and the 
Dodger organization $2000 each 
for the part MacPhail and Rickey 
had in the discussion which pre- 
ceded Durocher’s suspension, and 
added: 

“All parties to this controversy 
are silenced from the time this 
order is issued.”

te 0-227: “Dr, Cranc, will you please fill out the en- 
closed questionaire?” a colleague in a neighboring uni- 
versity recently asked me in a letter. At the top of the 
first page was a notice to “print or use the typewriter In an- 
swering these questions.” 

Why is that phrase so common 
today? Because our schools are 
either woefully weak in sending 
forth grammar school graduates 
who know how to write legibly, or 
we're too lazy to do as we've been 
taught. 

Whenever we see the warning 

“print or usé the typewriter,” it 

‘forms -an indigtment of grammar 

school education. Wouldn't it be a 

tragedy if our children were like- 

ne ent in arithmetic after their many years of 

studying it, that we then specifically asked them not to employ 
it after they graduated? 

Yet our college studentg today often write such a poor 
script that professors feel delighted to see typewritten themes 
or other class assignments. As a matter of fact, they subcon- 
sciously tend to give typewritten papers a higher grade than 
those which are handwritten. Incidentally, one way to add a 
few points to your children’s high school or college marks, is 
to give them a typewriter for a present.

EVERYBODY should write a legible signature, for good 
penmanship forms a good advertisement of our personality, 
just as poor penmanship is the reverse.

great many years ago in the 

earlier days of the St. Louis

tively, occasionally breaking in to 
say they could have his support 
for an orphan’s home or a hos- 
pital put. not for the symphony. 
Undaunted, the two women kept 
at their sales talk, taking turns 
at wearing him dowh until finally 
he threw up his hands in despair 
and groaned, “Oh ladies, ladies, 
if you were only men, what grass 
seed you could sell.” 

This tenacity and _ single- 
mindedness of purpose has stayed 
with Mrs, @didstein for her 45 
years of service to the St. Louis 
Symphony Society, and although 
she recalls that it was Mrs. Rum- 
sey who was known as “the white 


hope” for her ability to persuade, 


the most resistant contributors, 
she herself has been something 
of a white hope in St, Louis's 
music world. 

“T’'ve done things for the orches- 
tra that I wouldn't do for anyone 
else,” Mrs. Goldstein admits, a 
twinkle in her dark eyes. “I've 
seen its ups and downs, its sad 


days and desperate days when we 


didn’t know. where the next dollar 
was coming from. 


“I think the symphony owes a 
great debt to certain persons, such 
men as George Markham, Hugo 
Koehjer, and Oliver Richards, I 
can remember many times when 
those gentlemen would sign their 
personal note when we needed 
money. Another man who was 
very helpful was David Gray who 
even took over the books and re- 
lieved us of the cost of a book- 
keeper. 

“It was through the idealism 
and altruism of such men that we 
can be proud of the fact that we 
have never missed a scheduled 
concert. And, of course, in more 
recent years we havg owed our 
survival more than one time to 
he generosity of our president, 

scar Johnson.” 

Mrs. Goldstein first became 
member of the Symphony Society 
when, her husband, the late \Max 
Goldstein, noted otologist and 
founder of Central Institute for 
the Deaf, found it impossible to 
attend the society's afternoon 
meetings because of his office

hours. A member of a musical 
family, the former  Leonore 
Weiner was a concert-goer from 
earliest childhood, the symphony 
proved a perfect avocation for her. 


“In the early days of the society 
there were no special committees

“Everyone shared the duties, the 
primary one of which was getting 
funds, I think I'm still a pretty 
good funds-getter,” she added with 
a smile. “I can remember when 
I used to shake and tremble when 
I'd call on a contributor and if 
he gave $25 I'd be very happy. 
Today I'm much bolder because 
I’ve learned to recognize the value 
pf the orchestra and feel that it 
is something due the city.” 

A member of the Music Com- 
mittee of the Society at present, 
and past chairman of that com- 
mittee, Mrs. Goldstein takes trips 
each year to hear other musical 
organizations, and has just re- 
turned from the Berkshire Festi- 
val where she heard 10 concerts 
by the Boston Symphony. She 
says that while the St. Louis Sym- 
phony is not as large as some of 
the others, “when it comes to in- 
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terpretation, we rank with the 
very best of them.” 

Close friendship with a long line 
of conductors of the Symphony, 
Mrs. Goldstein admits to a special 
fondness for Rudolph Ganz, and 
thinks that the present conductor, 
Viadimir Golschmann who starts 
his seventeenth year, here when. 
the Symphony opéns its sixty- 
eighth season Oct. 18, is one of the 
best. She says he has an uncanny

EMPERAMENTAL artists are 
T an old story to Mrs. Goldstein 

and she remembers some of the 
horrible examples. There was the 
“De Pachmann episode,” in which 
that pianist clowned through his 
encores, arousing the audience to 
such hilarity that the conductor 
refused to continue the perform- 
ance. There was the occasion on 
which guest conductor Molinari, 
at a too-successful guest appear- 
ance of Horowitz, flew into a 
temperamental rage when Mrs. 
Goldstein congratulated him on a 
“beautiful concert.’ “This was not 
a concert,” he screamed. “It was a 


piano recital.” And another inci- 
dent which might be called The 
Case of the Song Plugging Diva, 
when the singer, Margaret Mat- 
zenauer, wanted to introduce a 
popular song as her encore. When 
refused by the. conductor, she 
stormed so much that Mrs, Gold- 
stein who went to her dressing room 
to visit at the request of a mutual 
friend, got no further than the 
door where she stood and watched 
the singer stamp and scream. 

“But most of the artists have 
fine minds,” she says of them, 
“and it is easy to see why they 
are great artists. They also have 
a large outlook, and the deter- 
mination to succeed.” 


Outstanding in her memories is 
the time when her sister, Mrs. 
David Kriegshaber, who accompa- 
nied many St. Louis singers, asked 
her to come to the Jefferson Hotel 
one day to hear the rehearsal of 
a young singér who was to give 
a recital, a girl mamed Helen 
Traubel. 

“Helen was 18 years old then,” 
she recalls, “pretty as a picture 
and*her singing was perfectly 
lovely.

LIMA, Peru. 

AM supposed to be in Quito, 
] Ecuador, at the moment, but 

word has come down from the 
republic which is named for the 
equator that a nice little revolu- 
tion is in progress. There is shoot- 
ing in the streets and bullets are 
whizzing gaily about the city, 
which was founded ’way back yon- 
der when Inca was something that 
didn’t go in a fountain pen.

Outdoor Furniture. 


| T’S a good thing that summer 
doesn’t last any longer than it 
does, because about this time of 
year, outdoor furniture looks as if 
it had been put through a wringer. 

Don’t attempt to paint outdoor 
furniture until it {s bone dry all 
the way through. Anyway, there 
isn’t any rush because you've got 
all winter to do the job. Store the 
furniture in a dry place and do 
the work gradually. If the furni- 
ture can be taken apart, so much 
the better. It will make painting 
easier, and you'll €o a more thor- 


ough job. A few drops of. oil on 
rusty bolts and nuts will allow 
them to be removed without any 
chance of damaging the wood. 


Rustic and unpainted furniture 
is liable to become a steady meal 
for various insects so look the 
wood over carefully to see if there 
are any signs of these little var- 
mints. Your paint or hardware 
store can supply you with an in- 
secticide to take care of them. 

Take plenty of time refinishing 
that metal furniture. Get all the 
rust off before you repaint or you 
will be wasting both time and 
money. ,

Down Comforters 
Back on Market 


LUXURY bed covering is 
A back in fair supply this sea- 

son—down-filled comforters. 
They add a colorfyl touch to a 
bedroom, with their quilted satin 
or taffeta covers in agreeable pas- 
tel colors or a glowing red of 
deeper shade. 

Down comforters usually weigh 
around three and a half pounds. 
About the weight of the average 
winter weight blanket. But they 
are such good insulation that they 
can often serve as the only winter 
covering with the top sheet. 

Wool-filled comforters, which 
have done good stand in service in 
the years when down was prac- 
tically non-existent, also offer 
good insulation. They usually run 
somewhat heavier than down, and 
on the whole do not offer as much 
protection weight for weight. An- 
other quite satisfactory filling is a 
combination of fur fibers. Cotton 
comforters have the lowest rating 
in insulation and the heaviest 
weight. 

Comforters are often cut in 
smaller sizes than blankets, It’s 
well to buy the larger 80x90-inch 
cut size wherever possible s0 
you'll have a margin for anchor- 
age. The term cut size refers to 
the dimensions of the covers when 


cut. Seaming, quilting, and the 
puffing up of the fabric with the 


filling reduce thd size about six, 


inches each way. 

If the smooth cover gives your 
comforter the ability to slip out of 
place, it can be anchored with rib- 
bon ties, attached at the corners 
of one end of the comforter.

little to recommend it, and South's 
pass to that contract was no bet- 
ter. 

However, since these two Souths 
were in four spades, it was up to 
them to make the best of their 
bargain; In each case West 
opened the heart queen, driving 
out the singleton ace. At one 
table South promptly laid down 
the ace and king of trumps, then, 
since he obviously could not af- 
ford to lead another trump and 
risk having his own last trump 
drawn (in the quite likely event 
that either defender had started 
with Q-J-x-x) he started to run 
the diamonds. West ruffed the 
second round, and later, of course, 


East had to be given his high’ 


trump queen. Thus this declater 
made five-odd, losing two trump 
tricks, 


To repeat, it was out of the 
question for South to risk a third 
lead of trumps in an effort to 
drop the queen and jack together, 
but a different approach entirely 
would have been justly rewarded. 
The correct play by South at the 
second trick is a low trump! Now, 
the defenders cannot lead another 
heart because dummy can ruff 
with its short trumps, and when 
they lead any other suit, declarer 
wins and now lays down the ace 
and king of trumps. If the trumps 
break, well and good, and South 
can claim the balance; if they do 
not, he can go about his business 
leading diamonds, In other words, 
the lead of a low trump allows 
South to investigate the trump 
break without risking gnything.

ARTURO TOSCANINI . . 
DRAMATIC SIDE.

IN THIS DAY of technological wonders it shouldn't be surprising 
that one man should be able to do the work of two. But when the 
one man is, Jascha Heifetz it is something more than an engineering 
tour de force; it is an item of news with a musical as well as a 
mechanical significance. It is conceivable that Mr. Heifetz, if he 
cared to learn the wind and brass instruments, could also record a 
whole symphony—provided that Mr. Petrillo didn’t get there first 
with an order to cease and desist. 

Mr. Heifetz’s double stint was performed in the Bach Double 
Concerto for two violins and orchestra with the collaboration of 
the Victor Chamber Orchestra under Frang Waxman. How it was 
managed is not explained but the famous jeweled tone is doubly in 
evidence and the synchronization is certainly as good as if two 
soloists had been involved. Musically, the two fast movements are 
incisive and rhmyically strong. In the slow movement both solo 
instruments do a lot of wailing which show that Mr. Heifetz felt the 
music even if he didn’t understand it. (RCA-Victor, two records.)

SERGE KOUSSEVITZKY and the Boston Orchestra perform 
the Suites in B-Minor and C-Major by Johann Sebastian Bach with 
a fine showing of beautiful tone and a greater respect for structure 
and rhythm than one would expect from such a specialist’ in color. 
The B-Minor suite, scored for flute, strings and basso continuo, is 
distinguished by a rounded and beautifully inflected performance 
on the part of Georges Laurent, first flute of the orchestra. Both 
suites give a full representation of Bach’s inventive genius and his 
architectural sense.

The Boyd Neel Orchestra, an English ensemble, offers a forth- 
right and musically well-conceived performance of Bach’s Branden- 
burg Concerto No. 2 with good soloists playing the solo violin, 
trumpet, flute and oboe.

HEN cornstarch must be 
used for thickening fruit fill- 
ings for pie, how much should 
be used in order to obtain juice 
just pleasantly thickened when the 
pie is served? That depends on 
how long the pie stands after bak- 
ing and how warm the room is in 
which it stands. The quicker men 
is served after baking, the more 
thickening can be used and the 
longer it stands, the less thicken- 
ing will be needed. Of course, any 
pie begins to lose in eating quality 
after four or five hours of stand- 
ing, so in this consideration, we 
will reckon only with pie that will 
stand from 2% to five hours, We 
will take as an example the pine 
apple pie described below.

Difference in 
Civilization 
And Culture

N old song has in it this line: 
“Time, they say, brings many 
changes.” Well, it certainly 
does! I have just re-read para- 
graphs from an article I wrote 10 
years ago, in which I described a 
visit to Japan: “Japan, the land 
of grace and friendliness and of 
politeness surpassing all belief.” 
That sentence and others that 
followed it must be rewritten now, 
but only in their universal appli- 
cation. The Japanese whom I vis- 
ited, those whom I came to know 
and with whom in my youth work 
I was associated, were as I de- 
scribed them, and they never 
changed. Indeed, they paid a price 
for being friendly. And some of 
them died under torture because 
they would not surrender their 
faith.

made when our mind is on some- 
thing else—is this a legitimate 
word, and how did it start?” 
The word doodling is a corrup- 
tion of another word with which 
we are familiar, but which was 
still more frequently used in for- 
mer times, and can be found in 
English literature 200 years into 
the past; that word is dawdling. 
But dawdling itself exists only by 
adaptation, and is thought to go 
back ‘to the old daddle, 
meant to walk unsteadily, like a 
child or an old man. And daddle 
is of uncertain origin, accepted as 
an offshoot of dade, another ety- 
mological stepchild! 
The now obsolete verb dade 
meant “to hold up by leading 
strings or by the hand, as a child, 
when he toddles.” So the six- 
teenth and seventeenth century 
English poet, Michael Drayton 
used it: “Little children, when 
they learn to go, By painful 
mothers daded too and fro.” 
Thus, from dade, “to be held 
up,” came daddle, meaning “to 
toddle,” then dawdle, “to saunter, 
to trifle, to waste time”—and then 
the “doodler,” defined as “a tri- 
fling, simple fellow,” whence 
doodle!
